PREFACE 


Interest  in  one’s  ancestry  and  the  preservation  of  ancestral  records  is  an  objective 
worthy  of  encouragement.  In  their  desire  to  break  with  old  world  traditions  and  class  dis¬ 
tinctions  Americans  have  made  little  effort  toward  the  preservation  of  records  of  descent,  a 
failure  often  causing  embarrassment  and  loss.  At  the  beginning  of  the  World  War  there  was 
found  to  be  need  of  na  source  of  information  for  furnishing  the  lineages  and  intermarriages 
of  large  numbers  of  men  and  women  who  were  engaged,  or  desired  to  participate  in  the  various 
war  activities." 

The  author's  interest  in  the  genealogy  of  his  family  was  first  aroused  when,  as  a  young 
man  he  visited  his  aged  uncle,  Angus  Gordon,  who  was  himself  interested  in  such  investiga¬ 
tions  and  who  furnished  considerable  information  relating  to  the  history  of  the  family.  The 
pursuit  of  a  livelihood  prevented  the  prosecution  of  these  studies,  and  it  has  only  been  in 
late  years  that  much  attention  could  be  given  to  this  work. 

Besides  information  gained  by  interviews  and  correspondence  with  living  members  of  the 
family,  the  author  has  made  two  trips  to  Scotland,  one  in  1924  and  the  other  in  1927.  A 
search  of  the  parish  records  in  the  Government  Register  House  at  Edinburgh  yielded  data  of 
much  value  while  visits  to  various  places  connected  with  the  history  of  the  Family,  and  in¬ 
terviews  with  residents  and  in  some  cases  descendants  furnished  valuable  material. 

The  preparation  of  the  manuscript  of  this  Record  has  been  a  labor  of  love.  For  the 
labor  and  expense  involved  no  return  is  asked.  For  the  printing  and  mailing  of  the  booklets 
a  charge  of  $2.50  is  made.  The  number  printed  will  necessarily  be  limited.  To  reduce  cost 
the  lithoprint  method  of  reproduction  is  chosen.  The  blank  pages  may  be  used  for  additional 
notes  and  records. 


EXPLANATION  OF  NUMBERING 

In  the  arrangement  of  these  records  a  modified  library  decimal  system  has  been  adopted. 
The  earliest  known  ancestor  is  represented  as  1.0.  His  children  will  be  represented  by  the 
digits  1,  2,  3,  etc.,  in  the  first  decimal  place,  thus;  1.1,  1.2,  1.3,  etc.,  in  the  order  of 
birth.  In  succeeding  generations  the  decimal  point  is  moved  successively  to  the  right.  Thus 
the  children  of  1.1  above  are  numbered  11.1,  11.2,  11.3,  etc.,  the  first  child  of  the  first 
ancestor  being  always  represented  by  11,  the  second  by  12,  etc.  Each  digit  represents  a 
generation  and  a  given  number  always  stands  for  a  certain  member  of  the  generation,  thus; 
1345  stands  for  the  fifth  child  In  the  fourth  generation.  Further,  5  indicates  the  fifth 
child  of  134,  4  is  the  fourth  child  of  13,  and  3  is  the  third  child  of  1.  Where  the  number 
of  children  is  10  or  more  the  number  is  inclosed  in  parenthesis  to  indicate  that  it  stands 
for  a  single  digit. 
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THE  GORDON  COAT-OF-ARMS 


1.  Arms: 

Three  boars'  heads  couped  (cut  off),  or  (gold),  in  a  field  azure  (blue). 

2.  Crest: 

A  stag's  head  and  neck,  front  face  proper  in  a  ducal  coronet  gold  horns  with  ten 
points. 

3.  Motto: 

Below  the  shield,  Anirno  non  Astutia  ("By  courage  not  by  craft  or  stratagem"). 

This  is  said  to  be  the  oldest  Gordon  Coat-of-Arms  in  existence.  It  was  given,  as  one 
author  states,  to  Adam  Gordon  I,  a  supporter  of  Malcolm  (1058-1093)  in  his  contest  with 
Macbeth,  in  recognition  of  his  having  killed  a  fierce  boar  in  the  forest  of  Huntly  in 
Berwickshire. 

Sir  Adam  Gordon  VII,  who  fell  at  the  battle  of  Hamildon  Hill  in  1402,  left  only  a 
daughter  Elizabeth  to  succeed  him.  She  married  a  cousin,  Alexander  de  Seton  who  assumed 
the  name  of  Gordon  and  was  styled  "Lord  Gordon  and  Huntly."  At  this  time  the  shield  was 
quartered  and  the  arms  of  the  Setons  were  added  with  two  hounds  erect  supporting  on  right  and 
left.  The  three  lions'  heads  couped  in  the  second  vesture  were  given  to  Alexander's  son 
Alexander,  the  first  Earl  of  Huntly,  by  James  Ilnd,  after  the  battle  of  Brechin  in  1452. 

The  arms  as  thus  combined  then  are  as  follows: 

The  first  vesture,  azure  with  three  boars'  heads  couped,  second,  gold  with  three  lions' 
heads  couped,  third,  gold  with  three  crescents,  and  fourth,  azure  with  three  fraises  argent. 
Above  the  stag's  horns  is  the  word  "Bydand"  (Permanent) . 

4.  Badge: 

The  badge  of  the  clan  is  the  Rock  Ivy. 

5. .  War  Cry: 

"A  Gordon,"  "A  Gordon." 

6.  Clan  Bagpipe  Music: 

"The  Gordon's  Salute."  "The  Gordon's  March."  "The  Cock  o'  the  North  Quickstep." 
While  the  bagpipe  is  by  many  regarded  as  distinctly  a  Scottisch  instrument  it  was 
not  original  with  the  clans.  It  is  said  to  have  been  introduced  into  Scotland  in 
the  14th  century  and  reached  the  Highlands  in  the  16th. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  House  Of  Gordon 


Position  of  the  Family.  Keltie  states1 2 
"that  the  clan  Gordon  was  at  one  period  one 
of  the  most  powerful  and  numerous  in  the 
north."  While  not  originally  of  Celtic  ori¬ 
gin,  the  chiefs  yet  gave  their  name  to  the 
clan.  The  head  of  the  clan  was  usually  styled 
"Cock  o’  the  North"  a  cognomen  applied  to 
George  Gordon,  IVth  Earl  of  Huntljj  in  1556 
by  a  Frenchman  who  was  chief  counselor  to 
Queen  Mary.  The  more  ancient  cognomen  of  the 
head  of  the  family  was  "Gudeman  of  the  Bog" 
from  the  Bog  of  Giht,  a  morass  in  the  parish 
of  Bellie,  Banffshire  at  Fochabers,  in  the 
center  of  which  was  the'  former  stronghold  of 
the  family.  Cleared  and  drained,  the  estate 
now  shows  slight  indications  of  the  former 
boggy  conditions.  Of  high  fertility  the  es¬ 
tate  is  well  adapted  to  cattle  raising  and 
has  a  fine  reputation  for  the  high  grade  of 
its  stock.  In  its  center  stands  Gordon  Cas¬ 
tle,  considered  the  most  magnificent  edifice 
in  the  north  of  Scotland.  Outside  the  gates 
of  the  estate  is  the  little  town  of  Fochabers, 
not  far  from  the  mouth  of  Strathspey  ("strath 
is  river")  where  Port  Gordon  is  situated. 

The  original  site  of  the  family  after  its 
establishment  in  the  north  was  Huntly  origi¬ 
nally  called  Strathbogie  in  Aberdeenshire 
about  35  miles  northwest  of  Aberdeen.  The 
old  castle,  now  a  ruin, was  the  finest  in 
Scotland.  It  was  destroyed  In  1562  shortly 
after  the  battle  of  Corrichie  fought  between 
the  Gordons  and  the  Queen's  forces.  The 
Earl  (IVth  of  Huntly)  was  slain  and  his  cas¬ 
tle  rifled  and  destroyed,  the  furnishings  be¬ 
ing  carried  to  grace  the  Queen's  establish¬ 
ment  in  Edinburgh.  The  castle  was  rebuilt 
in  great  splendor  by  George  Gordon,  1st 
Marquis  of  Huntly  in  1602  but  was  finally 
destroyed  during  the  Civil  Wars  of  the  17th 
century. 

As  one  author  states,  "there  are  few  of 
the  families  of  Scotland  that  have  taken  a 
more  prominent  part  in  public  affairs.  They 
have  shed  their  blood  like  water  for  their 
sovereign  and  country,  on  the  scaffold  and 
battlefield.  They  have  earned  distinction 
both  as  statesmen  and  warriors,  and  have  fill¬ 
ed  the  highest  offices  in  the  Church  and  State. 
Their  exploits  have  been  commemorated  in  song, 
and  ballad,  and  tradition,  as  well  as  in  the 


historic  records  of  the  country,  and  several 
members  of  the  family  have  acquired  an  honor¬ 
able  position  among  Scottisch  authors.  '0 
send  Lewie  Gordon  Hame,'  'Kenmore's  On  and 
Awa,'  'Cauld  Kail  in  Aberdeen,'  and  'Tul- 
lochgorum'  represent  different  phases  of  the 
character  of  the  'Gay  Gordons,  Gallant  as 
Gay.'  This  designation  seems  to  have  been 
given  to  the  Gordons  at  an  early  period, 
probably  from  the  vivacity  and  sprightliness 
of  their  manners.  In  one  of  the  versions  of 
the  Battle  of  Otterburn  in  which  battle  Sir 
John  of  Gordon  was  slain,  it  is  said  that 
Douglas; 

'Has  chosen  the  Lindsay's  light, 

'With  them  the  Gordons  gay.' 

In  the  ballad  of  Glenbogie  where  Lady  Jean 
asks  the  name  of  the  young  noble  who  had  at¬ 
tracted  her  attention,  she  is  told; 

•He  is  of  the  gay  Gordons,  his  name  it  is 
John' ; 

and  it  is  added  that  when  informed  of  the 
lady's  preference  for  him- 

•He  turned  about  lightly  as  the  Gordons 
does  a. ' 

"The  ladies  of  the  Gordon  family  have  long 
been  noted  for  the  elegant  shape  of  the  neck. 

"They  claim  a  share  in  the  poetry  of 
Byron  whose  mother  was  a  Gordon,  and  the  gen¬ 
ealogical  History  of  the  Family  of  Suther¬ 
land,  the  History  of  the  Ancient  and  Illus¬ 
trious  Family  of  Gordon,  the  Itinerarium  sem- 
temtrionale  of  Sandy  Gordon,  besides  numerous 
treatises,  historical,  classical,  scientific 
and  theological,  attest  the  learning  and  are 
the  fruits  of  the  grave  studies  of  the  Gor¬ 
dons." 

"The  Gordon  Highlanders  raised  among  the 
clan  have  carried  the  British  standard-  to 
victory  on  many  a  well-fought  field  in  Hol¬ 
land,  Egypt,  Spain,  and  Belgium;  at  Corunna, 
Quatre  Bras,  and  Waterloo;  and  the  chiefs  of 
the  various  branches  of  the  House  have  been 
among  the  bravest  and  most  skilful  officers 
of  the  British  army. "2 

Origin  of  the  Family.  There  is  general 
agreement  among  commentators  that  the  first 
of  the  family  to  arrive  in  Great  Britain  came 
over  from  Normandy  with  William  the  Conqueror 
in  1066.  It  is  clear  the  family  is  not  of 
the  original  Highland  stock  which  is  Celtic.

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It  does  not  appear,  therefore,  in  the  list  of 
Highland  clans  with  the  Camerons,  Mclntoshes, 
McPhersons,  McDonalds,  McKinnons,  etc.,  whose 
ancestry  is  supposed  to  date  back  to  the  o- 
riginal  inhabitants  of  the  land.  The  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  Gordons  prior  to  their  appear¬ 
ance  in  Scotland  are  very  meager.  In  a  col¬ 
lection  of  ancient  laws  are  some  said  to  have 
been  made  by  an  emperor  in  Macedonia  by  the 
name  of  Gordonius.  Further  it  is  said  there 
was  a  city  in  Macedonia  from  whence  there 
came  a  long  race  of  men  by  the  name  of  Gordon. 
One  author^  states  that  "Caesar  in  his  Com¬ 
mentaries  mentions  a  people  among  the  Nervii 
by  the  name  of  Gorduni  who  won  his  great 
praise  for  their  brave  defense  of  Ghent  in 
53  B.C."  Another  account  mentions  a  Sir  John 
Gordoun  who  was  created  Duke  of  Gordoun  by 
Charlemagne  in  790  A.D.  and  made  a  peer  of 
France  and  afterwards  High  Constable.  He  con¬ 
quered  Brittany  and  carried  its  princes  to 
Aix-la-Chapelle  where  the  emperor  then  re¬ 
sided.  He  died  in  his  castle  at  Moret.  An¬ 
other  of  this  name  was  made  High  Constable  of 
France  in  840  A.D.  There  was  a  Gordon,  Dapi- 
fer,  who  was  master  of  horse  in  the  time  of 
Pepin  (le  Bref)  King  of  the  Franks  (714-768) . 
Sir  John  Gordoun  mentioned  above  had  four 
sons  from  the  eldest  of  whom  Sir  Gui  de  Gor¬ 
doun  sprung  several  branches  of  the  family. 
There  were  two  of  these  in  the  South  of  France 
at  the  head  of  one  of  which  was  Lord  Viscount 
Gordoun,  Armagnac,  and  of  the  other  Baron 
Gordoun  Genouillac.  There  is  a  town  called 
Gourdon  in  the  department  of  Lot  in  southern 
France  of  which  the  capital  is  Cahors.  The 
town,  Gourdon,  is  a  few  miles  north  of  Cahors. 
"Here  the  family  was  powerful  and  distinguish¬ 
ed  from  the  dawn  of  modern  history  down  to 
the  last  century."  (From  a  letter  of  George 
A.  Gordon  of  Massachusetts  to  Angus  Gordon  of 
Caledonia.)  In  Kincardineshire,  Scotland,  on 
the  coast  about  ten  miles  south  of  Stonehaven 
there  is  a  town  of  Gourdon  which  still  pre¬ 
serves  the  ancient  spelling  of  the  name.  There 
was  a  Sir  Thomas  Gordon  High  Admiral  of  Russia 
in  the  time  of  Peter  the  Great  (1672-1725)  who 
acquired  a  great  reputation  for  the  improve¬ 
ments  he  effected  in  the  navy  of  that  day. 

The  generals  John  and  Alexander  Gordon  were 
no  less  famous  by  land  in  the  same  service. 

A  Gordon  called  the  Great  General  Gordon  did 
eminent  service  for  Sweden  in  the  time  of 
Charles  the  Twelfth  (1682-1718). 

The  Coat  of  Arms  of  the  Gourdons  in 
France  was  "three  stars  in  pal  or  in  a  field 
azure."  The  blue  field  is  thus  seen  to  be  an 


ancient  part  of  the  Gordon  arms  as  carried  on 
the  banner  of  Gordon  Dapifer  in  the  time  of 
Pepin  the  Short.  In  Scotland  the  three  stars 
are  replaced  by  the  three  boars'  heads  couped. 


The  Gordons  in  Scotland 

Settlement  in  the  South.  Most  commenta¬ 
tors  agree  that  the  first  of  the  name  to  ar¬ 
rive  in  Scotland  was  Sir  Adam  de  Gordon  and 
that  he  came  from  England,  but  there  is  di¬ 
vergence  of  views  as  to  when  he  arrived,  some 
holding  that  he  came  in  the  time  of  Malcolm 
Canmore,  or  Kenmore,  (1058-1093)  while  others 
date  his  arrival  in  the  time  of  David  I 
(1124-1153).  When  Duncan,  King  of  Scotland, 
was  defeated  and  slain  by  Macbeth  in  1040, 
his  sons  were  obliged  to  flee  and  the  eldest, 
Malcolm  Kenmore,  or  Canmore,  took  refuge  in 
the  court  of  England.  In  1054  with  the  aid 
of  a  Saxon  army  Malcolm  wrested  Lothian,  the 
district  south  of  the  Firth  of  Forth  from 
Macbeth,  and  four  years  later  the  latter  was 
overtaken  and  slain  at  Lumphanan  in  the  Dee 
Valley,  and  Malcolm  thereby  gained  complete 
possession  of  the  throne  of  Scotland.  C.  A. 
Gordon  states2  that  on  his  return  from  Eng¬ 
land,  "Prince  Malcolm  had  among  his  followers, 
one  Sir  Adam  Gordon  to  whom  for  his  great 
services  against  Macbeth  there  was  given  sev¬ 
eral  manors  and  lordships  in  the  South  of 
Scotland,  notably  the  lands  of  Stichel  and 
other  lands  in  the  Merse  and  Galloway.  More¬ 
over,  he  was  granted  a  coat-of-arms,  three 
boars'  heads  couped  (cut  off)  or  (gold)  in  a 
field  azure  (blue),  in  recognition  of  his 
having  killed  a  fierce  boar  in  the  forest  of 
Huntly  in  Berwickshire. 

Other  commentators,  however,  among  whom 
is  Taylor  affirm  that  the  founder  of  the  Scot- 
tisch  branch  of  the  family  came  into  Scotland 
in  the  reign  of  David  I  (1124-1153)  from  whom 
he  received  a  grant  of  the  lands  of  Gordon  in 
the  Merse.  According  to  the  first  account  he 
was  killed  along  with  Malcolm  at  the  battle 
of  Alnwick  in  1093;  according  to  the  second 
he  lost  his  life  at  the  battle  of  the  "Stand¬ 
ards"  in  1138.  Taylor  states3  that  the  view 
that  Sir  Adam  came  during  the  reign  of  David  7 
seems  the  more  plausible  because  history  re¬ 
cords  that  Norman  nobles  were  favorites  at  the 
court  of  David  I,  and  that  he  made  extensive 
grants  of  land  to  them. 

Removal  of  the  Family  to  the  North.  A 
descendant.  Sir  Adam  de  Gordon,  III  (1296- 
1333) ,  is  said  to  have  been  one  of  the  most

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GORDON  ARMS

George,  Vth  (and  last)  Duke  of  Gordon  (1770-1836) 
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powerful  nobles  of  his  time.  At  first  an 
adherent  of  Balliol,  on  the  death  of  that 
monarch  he  gave  in  his  adhesion  to  Robert 
Bruce.  He  is  mentioned  as  having  assisted 
Sir  William  Wallace  in  the  capture  of  V/igton 
Castle  in  1297,  and  for  his  important  serv¬ 
ices  received  a  grant  of  the  forfeited  es¬ 
tate  of  David  de  Strathbogie,  Earl  of  Athole. 
This  estate  and  lordship  is  in  Aberdeenshire 
about  35  miles  northwest  of  Aberdeen.  How¬ 
ever,  the  Earl  of  Athole  afterwards  returned 
to  his  allegiance  and  was  allowed  to  retain 
his  lands,  but  they  were  confirmed  to  Sir 
Adam  by  the  parliament  sitting  at  Perth  in 
1311,  and  he  was  given  the  right  to  change 
the  name  of  the  lordship  to  Huntly,  the  name 
of  a  village  in  the  parish  of  Gordon  in  the 
Merse.  It  seems,  however,  that  full  posses¬ 
sion  was  not  given  until  1376  when  a  descend¬ 
ant,  Sir  John  Gordon,  received  from  Robert  II 
a  new  charter  of  the  lands  and  the  family  was 
finally  transferred  from  the  Borders  to  the 
Highlands.  However,  other  branches  of  the 
family  remained  in  the  south,  some  spreading 
over  into  Ireland.  A  member  of  this  southern 
branch  was  the  famous  "Young  Lochinvar."  Sir 
John,  the  grandson  of  Sir  Adam,  who  got 
Strathbogie  had  two  sons,  Sir  John  (died  in 
1394)  and  Sir  Adam  (killed  in  1402) .  Sir 
John  had  two  natural  sons  known  as  "Jock"  of 
Scurdargie  and  "Tam"  of  Ruthven.  It  was  from 
these,  more  particularly  Jock,  that  most  of 
the  Gordons  of  North  Scotland  were  descended. 
Sir  Adam  was  the  head  of  the  ducal  or  Hunt¬ 
ly  line,  and  as  such  was  recognized  as  the 
head  of  the  clan.  At  first  Catholic  they 
became  involved  in  the  religious  wars  of  the 
time  and  often  suffered  great  reverses. 

George  Gordon,  Ilnd  Earl  of  Huntly 
(1470-1502) ,  was  High  Chancellor  of  Scotland 
in  1498-1502.  He  married  Janet  Stewart, 
daughter  of  James  I,  King  of  Scotland,  and 
by  her  had  four  sons,  all  of  whom  were  knight¬ 
ed,  and  six  daughters.  One  of  his  sons  was 
William  Gordon  of  Gight  from  whom  Lord  Byron 
was  descended.  The  eldest  daughter,  Kather¬ 
ine,  was  considered  the  most  beautiful  and 
accomplished  woman  in  Scotland  in  her  day. 

She  married  Perkin  Warbeck  who  claimed  to  be 
Richard,  Duke  of  York,  son  of  Edward  IVth, 

King  of  England.  The  claim  was  never  sub¬ 
stantiated  and  he  was  executed  as  an  impostor. 
Afterwards,  however.  King  Henry  granted  her 
a  pension  and  assigned  her  a  position  of 
honor  at  the  English  court  where  she  was 
known  as  the  White  Rose  of  Scotland.  She 
afterwards  married  Sir  Matthew  Craddock,  an 
ancestor  of  the  Pembroke  Family.  A  grandson 
of  George  Gordon,  the  Ilnd  Earl  of  Huntly, 
married  Princess  Jean  Stewart,  daughter  of 


James  IVth,  King  of  Scotland.  He  was  John 
Gordon,  son  of  Alexander  Gordon,  the  Illrd 
Earl  of  Huntly,  known  as  the  "Good  Earl." 

Alexander  Gordon,  the  Ilnd  Lord  of  Hunt¬ 
ly,  was  created  1st  Earl  of  Huntly  by  James 
1st  in  1449.  George,  the  IVth  Earl,  was 
created  Marquis  of  Huntly  by  King  James  Vlth, 
(1st  of  England),  in  1599,  and  George,  the 
IVth  Marquis  of  Huntly  (1653-1716)  was  grant¬ 
ed  the  title  of  Duke  of  Gordon  in  1684.  George 
Gordon,  the  IVth  Earl,  was  a  great  favorite 
with  King  James  the  Vth,  and  a  staunch  adher¬ 
ent  of  Queen  Mary.  He  had  the  enmity  of  other 
leaders  by  reason  of  his  great  influence  and 
possessions.  He  it  was  given  the  cognomen  of 
"Cock  o'  the  North"  by  the  French  counselor 
of  Queen  Mary  who  advised  her  that  he  (Gordon) 
was  too  powerful  to  be  tolerated  and  that 
"his  wings  should  be  clipped."  Later  Gordon 
incurred  the  displeasure  of  Queen  Mary  and 
under  the  influence  of  her  half  brother,  the 
Earl  of  Murray,  she  had  him  imprisoned  in  the 
castle  at  Edinburgh.  After  his  release  Gor¬ 
don  assumed  the  offensive  against  Murray  who 
was  oppressing  him  and  sought  to  free  Queen 
Mary  from  Murray's  influence.  A  battle  was 
fought  at  Corrichie,  fifteen  miles  northwest 
of  Aberdeen,  where  Huntly  was  completely  de¬ 
feated  and  slain,  though  some  say  he  was 
smothered  in  his  armor.  Lady  Forbes,  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Huntly,  who  was  present,  on  seeing  her 
father  dead  said  "What  stability  is  there  in 
human  affairs;  here  lies  the  man  who  yester¬ 
day  was  esteemed  the  wisest,  the  richest  and 
most  powerful  in  Scotland." 

George  Gordon,  Ilnd  Marquis  of  Huntly, 
espoused  the  cause  of  King  James  in  the  Cove¬ 
nanters  War  and  when  King  James  was  delivered 
up  to  the  English  in  1648,  Huntly  was  appre¬ 
hended  and  executed  at  Edinburgh  in  1649. 
Alexander  Gordon,  IVth  Duke  of  Gordon  and 
VUIth  Marquis  of  Huntly,  succeeded  to  his 
father's  estate  in  1752  when  only  nine  years 
of  age.  During  the  war  of  the  American  Revo¬ 
lution  he  raised  the  Gordon  F  iiciblts  of  which 
he  had  command. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  cen¬ 
tury,  the  greater  part  of  Badenoch  belonged 
to  the  Gordon  estate.  Alexander,  the  IVth 
Duke,  married  Jane,  second  daughter  of  Sir 
William  Maxwell  Bart.  She  was  known  as 
"Duchess  Jane  Gordon,"  famous  for  her  beauty, 
her  wit  and  charming  hospitality.  The  poet 
Burns  characterized  the  Duchess  as  "Charming, 
witty,  kind,  and  sensible."  She  died  in  Lon¬ 
don  in  1812  and  was  interred  at  Kinrara,  her 
favorite  summer  home  in  the  Highlands.  Fol¬ 
lowing  is  the  first  stanza  of  the  beautiful 
verses  composed  on  the  occasion  of  her  death 
by  the  venerable  Mrs.  Allardyce  of  Cromarty: 
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**Fair  in  Kinrara  blooms  the  rose, 

And  softly  waves  the  drooping  willow. 

Where  beauty's  faded  charms  repose, 

And  splendour  rests  on  earth's  cold 

pillow. 

Her  smile  who  sleeps  in  yonder  bed, 

Could  once  awake  the  soul  to  pleasure, 

When  fashion's  airy  train  she  led. 

And  formed  the  dance's  frolic  measure." 

Her  son,  George  Gordon,  was  the  Vth  (and 
last)  Duke  of  Gordon.  Upon  his  death  in  1836 
the  dukedom  became  extinct  and  the  marquisate 
devolved  upon  the  head  of  the  Aboyne  branch 
now  represented  by  Charles,  Vllth  Earl  of 
Aboyne  and  XI th  Marquis  of  Huntly.  The  Kin¬ 
rara  property,  however,  devolved  upon  his 
nephew,  the  fifth  Duke  of  Richmond,  the  eld¬ 
est  son  of  Duchess  Jane's  eldest  daughter, 
Lady  Charlotte,  and  is  now  in  possession  of 
her  great  grandson,  the  present  Duke  of  Rich¬ 
mond,  in  the  person  of  whom  the  old  dukedom  of 
Gordon  was  revived  in  1876,  his  title  now  be¬ 
ing  the  Duke  of  Richmond  and  Gordon. 

Charles  Gordon,  Xlth  Marquis  of  Huntly, 
is  the  premier  peer  of  that  rank  in  Scotland. 
He  married  (l)  Amy,  daughter  of  Sir  William 
Cunliffe  Brooks,  a  rich  banker  of  Aberdeen. 
Owing  to  debts  inherited  from  former  Marqueses 
of  Huntly,  he  sold  the  ancestral  home  at 
Aboyne  to  his  father-in-law,  who  appears  to 
have  been  an  irrascible  old  man,  and  the  two 
failed  to  get  on  well  together.  When  the 
old  man  died,  he  willed  the  entire  ancestral 
Gordon  estates  to  his  daughter,  the  Lady 
Huntly,  and  after  her  death,  to  his  grandson 
by  another  daughter.  Captain  Ean  Francis  Cec¬ 
il.  Not  knowing  what  to  do  with  them.  Cap¬ 
tain  Cecil  was  only  too  glad  to  lease  Aboyne 
Castle  and  the  estates  to  his  uncle,  the 
Marquis  of  Huntly.  Huntly  married  (2)  Isa¬ 
belle  Falloon  of  Washington,  D.C.,  the  widow 
of  James  Macdonald, oil  man  from  whom  she  in¬ 
herited  $2,000,000.  Before  her  marriage  to 
Macdonald  she  was  Isabelle  Falloon,  said  to 
have  been  a  clerk  in  a  State  Street  store  in 
Chicago.  They  are  now,  to  the  delight  of  all 
his  former  tenants  and  his  clansmen,  again 
under  his  own  ancestral  roof  tree  at  Aboyne 
Castle,  the  lease  of  which  he  is  likely, 
eventually,  to  transform  into  actual  owner¬ 
ship. 

The  Marquis  has  no  children,  but,  in 
1924,  they  adopted  Isabelle  and  Marjorie 
Meuser  whose  parents  were  both  deceased.  They 
are  the  children  of  Lloyd  G.  Meuser  of  Chi¬ 
cago,  nephew  of  the  Marchioness  of  Huntly. 


BADENOCH  COUNTY 

Geography.  The  County  of  Badenoch, 
from  whence  the  first  of  this  lineage  into 
America  came,  is  the  southeastern  district  of 
Invernesshire  lying  midway  between  the  North 
Sea  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  It  includes  the 
upper  portion  of  the  Spey  Valley  and  is  ap¬ 
proximately  45  miles  in  length  from  west  to 
east  and  19  miles  from  north  to  south.  It  is 
traversed  throughout  its  length  by  the  Strath¬ 
spey  (Strath  -  river).  The  Spey  is  one  of  the 
most  rapid  rivers  in  Scotland  and  is  subject 
to  floods  which  sometimes  are  disastrous. 
Badenoch  is  one  big  glen  of  the  Upper  Spey 
into  which  open  a  number  of  side  glens  carry¬ 
ing  tributaries  of  the  river.  It  was  in  one 
of  these  glens  (Banchor)  on  the  north  side, 
in  the  valley  of  the  Calder  River,  that  John 
Gordon  (11.3)  lived  prior  to  emigrating  to 
America. 

The  most  important  town  in  Badenoch  is 
Kingussie  on  the  north  bank  of  the  river  near 
the  middle  of  the  county.  It  is  one  of  the 
leading  summer  resorts  of  the  Highlands. 
Bounding  the  valley  on  the  southeast  side  are 
the  Grampians  while  the  Cairngorms  lie  along 
the  left  with  the  Monadhliadh  range  behind. 
Opposite  the  city  on  a  round  hill  in  the  val¬ 
ley  plain  is  the  ruin  of  the  Ruthven  barracks 
which  supplanted  the  more  ancient  castle  of 
Ruthven, a  stronghold  of  the  Comyns  and  later 
the  Earl  of  Buchan,  better  known  in  history 
as  the  "Wolf  of  Badenoch."  The  London,  Mid¬ 
land  and  Scottisch  Railway  enters  the  valley 
from  Glentruin  on  the  south  and  leaves  it  at 
Aviemore  on  the  way  to  Inverness.  After  en¬ 
tering  the  valley  and  crossing  the  bridge  the 
first  train  stop  is  Newtonmore,  a  small  town 
about  four  miles  above  Kingussie.  It  is  about 
a  mile  below  the  junction  of  the  Calder  River 
with  the  Spey,  and  five  miles  farther  on  is 
Cluny  Castle,  the  stronghold  of  Cluny  Mac- 
pherson  of  1745. 

Badenoch  was  conferred  upon  the  1st  Earl 
of  Huntly  in  1452  for  his  valuable  services 
in  defeating  at  Brechin  in  1452,  the  Earl  of 
Crawford  who  had  rebelled  against  King  James 
Ilnd.  The  principal  parts  of  the  lordship  of 
Badenoch  were  retained  by  the  Gordons  until 
the  third  decade  of  the  19th  century. 

Life  in  the  Highlands.  "The  condition 
of  the  population  of  the  Scottisch  Highlands 
at  the  close  of  the  last  (18th)  and  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  present  (19th)  century  was  de¬ 
plorable."1  The  people  in  the  interior  were 
engaged  almost  entirely  in  agriculture  which 


1.  Sellars,  Thomas,  "The  Sutherland  Evictions  in  1814,"  p.  1. 
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was  carried  on  about  as  it  has  been  for  cen¬ 
turies.  The  principal  crops  were  corn  and 
potatoes  and  when  these  failed  as  they  did 
every  few  years  the  people  suffered  the  ex¬ 
treme  of  misery.  Some  cattle  of  an  inferior 
grade  were  raised  and  also  some  ponies  and 
goats.  The  land  which  was  held  by  the  chiefs 
and  landed  proprietors  was  divided  up  into 
small  plots  which  were  leased  to  the  crofters 
(small  farmers)  or  cotters  (tenants),  the 
rents  being  collected  by  the  tacksmen,  or 
agents,  of  the  proprietors.  These  middlemen 
rack-rented  the  people,  and  subjected  them  to 
various  servitudes,  compelling  them  often  at 
seed  and  harvest  times  to  neglect  their  own 
fields  and  work  without  fee  on  the  tackman's 
personal  holdings.  With  the  beginning  of  the 
19th  century,  communication  with  the  south  of 
Scotland  which  had  hitherto  been  extremely 
difficult  was  being  improved  and  this  with 
the  curbing  of  the  power  of  the  landed  pro¬ 
prietors  and  leasing  conditions  caused  much 
hardship  and  discontent  among  the  people.  The 
sifting  in  of  information  concerning  condi¬ 
tions  in  the  Colonies  and  America  especially 
caused  a  general  exodus,  and  after  1760  emi¬ 
gration  took  place  on  a  large  scale,  es¬ 
pecially  from  the  Highlands.  The  breaking  up 
of  the  clan  system  led  to  the  withdrawal  of 
leases  and  the  establishment  of  large  sheep 
ranches  by  the  landed  proprietors.  The  cot¬ 
ters  occupied  overcrowded,  poorly  constructed 
cottages  with  little  of  comfort  or  cleanli¬ 
ness.  These  were  in  groups  or  hamlets  called 
"clachans."  In  each  clachan  were  a  number  of 
craftsmen  such  as  weavers,  shoe-makers,  etc. 
With  the  introduction  of  sheep^-raising  and 
the  removal  of  the  inhabitants,  the  cottages 
were  dismantled  and  the  stones  used  for 
fences,  the  only  evidence  remaining  of  the 
former  existence  of  the  clachans  are  mounds  and 
some  of  the  foundation  stones. 

Raitts  (or  Raich) .  This  clachan  was 
located  on  the  high  land  about  two  miles 
northeast  of  Kingussie  and  one-half  mile 
north  of  the  road  to  Aviemore.  The  site  is 
marked  only  by  mounds  and  some  of  the  founda¬ 
tion  stones  of  the  cottages.  On  the  slope 
nearer  the  road  is  the  cave  known  to  the  na¬ 
tives  as  "An  Uaimh  Mhoir"  or  "the  Great  Cave." 
According  to  tradition  the  cave  was  con¬ 
structed  by  the  remnants  of  the  clan  of  Mc- 
Nivens  who  having  poinded  the  cattle  of 
Cluny  Macpherson  and  treated  his  daughter 
brutally  were  nearly  all  exterminated  by  Al- 
lister  Caint  and  his  band  of  resolute  Mac- 
phersons.  Constructing  the  cave  under  their 


dwelling  the  remainder  were  able  to  elude 
their  enemies  for  several  years  but  Allister 
Caint  finally  discovered  their  hiding  place 
and  beheaded  every  one  of  them.  Raitts  was 
named  from  Raitts  Castle,  a  stronghold  of  the 
Comyns  of  Badenoch  which  stood  on  the  site 
now  occupied  by  Belavil  House,  the  home  built 
by  "Ossian"  Macpherson,  the  collector  and 
translator  of  the  Ossianic  poetry  of  the  High¬ 
lands  which  had  come  down  from  the  time  of 
Ossian,  the  great  Highland  poet.  Belavil 
House  stands  on  the  left  of  the  road  a  little 
farther  along  toward  Aviemore.  The  word 
Raitts  means  "house."  Raitts  clachan  is  of 
interest  here  from  being  mentioned  as  the 
place  of  residence  of  the  first  known  members 
of  the  Gordons  of  Caledonia. 

Ballintlan.  This  was  a  small  hamlet 
located  on  the  river  Peshie  about  two  miles 
southeast  of  Kincraig  station.  It  was  the 
birthplace  of  Elizabeth  Cameron,  wife  of 
John  Gordon  (113).  Near  it  is  a  cairn,  or 
heap  of  stones,  marking  the  spot  where  the 
Earl  of  Argyle  halted  when  on  his  march  to 
attack  George  Gordon,  1st  Marquis  of  Huntly 
in  1594.  The  forces  met  at  Glenlivet  where 
Argyle  was  completely  defeated  and  his  forces 
dispersed. 

Glen  Banchor.  Glen  Banchor  is  on  the 
river  Calder  about  a  mile  above  its  Junction 
with  the  Spey  and  two  miles  west  of  Newton¬ 
more.  Between  the  Glen  and  the  Spey  valley 
is  Craig  Dhu,  on  whose  southwestern  face  is 
the  cave  in  which  Cluny  Macpherson  found 
refuge  in  the  '45's  when  hunted  by  the  sol¬ 
diers  of  the  Duke  of  Cumberland.  In  this 
and  other  hiding  places  he  lived  nine  years, 
and  though  it  was  well  enough  known  to  the 
soldiers  that  Cluny  was  concealed  somewhere 
on  his  own  estates  they  could  never  find  him, 
his  people  being  true  to  him,  clever  in  pro¬ 
tecting  him,  and  not  one  could  be  found  base 
enough  to  betray  him,  even  to  gain  the  large 
monetary  reward. 

The  Glen  is  now  a  sheep  pasture,  mounds 
and  stones  marking  the  place  where  the  cla¬ 
chan  once  stood.  It  was  from  this  place  that 
John  Gordon  and  family  started  for  America 
in  1809.  With  their  possessions  on  their 
backs,  or  possibly  with  a  pack  horse  to  bear 
them,  they  followed  the  road  along  the  west 
side  of  Loch  Laggan  to  Tulloch  and  thence  by 
the  bridge  of  Roy  and  Spean  Bridge  to  Fort 
William.  From  Fort  William  they  went  by  boat 
to  Oban  at  which  port  they  took  ship  for 
America. 
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FAMILY  RECORDS 
Sources 


1.  The  Government  Registry  House  In  Edinburgh. 

Two  visits  were  paid  to  the  Registry 
House,  in  1924  and  1927,  and  careful 
search  made  of  the  records,  much  valu¬ 
able  information  being  obtained.  The 
Commissariat  Records  give  registries 
of  Wills  and  the  Parish  records  are 
records  of  births  and  deaths  kept  by 
the  ministers  of  the  parishes.  These 
were  all  gathered  in  by  the  Government 
years  ago  and  are  kept  in  highly  com¬ 
mendable  manner. 

a.  Commissariat  Records.  The  following 
entries  appear  in  these  records  but 
they  cannot  be  related  to  the  family 
lineage  under  consideration: 

"John  Gordon  in  Raitts,  Badenoch,  29th 
October,  1680." 

"John  Gordon,  late  Clerk  of  Badenoch, 

3rd  August,  1748." 

b.  Parish  Records. 

The  Records  consulted  were  those  of 
Kingussie,  Alvie,  and  Laggan.  These 
records  date  from  about  1650. 

2.  Family  Records  and  Traditions. 

a.  From  Angus  Gordon,  second  son  of  John 
Gordon. 

On  a  visit  to  the  old  family  place  in 
1886  the  writer  was  shown  the  old  fami¬ 
ly  Bible  and  copied  the  entries  found 
there.  Additional  information  was  giv¬ 
en  by  Angus  Gordon  himself. 

b.  Other  Records. 

D.J.  McPherson  of  Bergen,  N.Y.,  (now 
deceased)  collected  a  large  number  of 
records  which  he  turned  over  to  the 
writer.  Many  other  records  were  gath¬ 
ered  by  the  writer  personally. 

1.0  James  Gordon. 

The  earliest  member  of  the  fami- 
ily  lineage  of  whom  we  can  find 
mention  was  James  Gordon  of 
Kingussie,  Badenoch,  whose  mar¬ 
riage  record  appears  in  the 
Kingussie  parish  register  as  fol¬ 
lows:  "James  Gordon  in  Kingus¬ 
sie  parish.  County  of  Badenoch, 
Invernesshire,  Scotland,  and 
Janet  McIntosh  were  matrimonial¬ 
ly  contracted,  the  12th  and 
married  the  26th  of  April,  1725." 
Of  this  union  we  find  mention  of 
two  sons:  John  Gordon,  baptized 
July  10,  1728,  and  Alexander  Gor¬ 


don,  baptized  December  20,  1733. 

1.1  John  Gordon. 

Following  is  his  birth  and  bap¬ 
tismal  record  as  it  appears  in 
the  Kingussie  parish  register: 
"John  Gordon,  son  of  James  Gor¬ 
don,  weaver  in  Kingussie, 
and  Janet  McIntosh  his  wife, 
was  born  July  8th  and  bap¬ 
tized  July  10th,  1728."  His 
marriage  is  recorded  in  the 
Alvie  parish  register  as  fol¬ 
lows  . 

"John  Gordon,  son  of  James  Gor¬ 
don,  and . McIntosh  In 

Raitts,  were  contracted  and 
married  in  the  parish  of  Alvie, 
February  21st,  1754."  The  cere¬ 
mony  seems  to  have  been  repeat¬ 
ed  in  the  Kingussie  parish  for 
in  this  register  we  find  the 
following: 

"John  Gordon,  son  of  James  Gor¬ 
don  in  Kingussie  and  Ann  Mc¬ 
Intosh,  daughter  of  Alexiiider 
McIntosh  in  Raitts  were  con¬ 
tracted  and  married  the  25th  of 
March,  1754." 

They  had  issue  as  follows: 

11.1  Janet  Gordon. 

"Janet,  daughter  of  John  Gordon 
in  Raitts,  and  Ann  McIntosh,  his 
wife  was  born  the  19th  and  bap¬ 
tized  in  Kingussie  parish  the 
29th  of  January,  1755."  The 
Alvie  register  shows  that  she 
was  again  baptized  in  the  Alvie 
parish,  February  1,  1755.  She 
appears  to  have  married  John 
McPherson  in  Noidmore  as  shown 
by  the  following  birth  record 
of  a  son  in  the  Kingussie  parish 
register: 

111.1  Donald  McPherson. 

"Donald,  son  of  John  McPherson 
in  Noidmore,  and  Janet  Gordon, 
his  wife,  was  born  April  8th, 
1787."  Janet  Gordon  had  cousin 
of  the  same  name  who  was  the 
daughter  of  Alexander  Gordon, 
born  March  22,  1767.  While 
this  may  be  the  Janet  who  mar¬ 
ried  John  McPherson,  we  incline 
to  the  belief  that  it  was  the 
first  mentioned  Janet. 
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11.2  Elspet  Gordon. 

The  Kingussie  parish  register 
has  the  following  entry: 

"Elspet,  daughter  of  John  Gordon, 
weaver  in  Banchor,  and  Ann  Mc¬ 
Intosh  his  wife, was  born  the 
31st  of  October  and  baptized  the 
15th  of  November,  1762."  From 
this  record  we  learn  that  John 
Gordon  (l.l)  like  his  father  be¬ 
fore  him  was  a  weaver  and  that 
the  interim  between  1755  and 
1762  he  had  removed  from  Raitts 
to  Banchor.  We  have  no  other 
certain  reference  to  Elspet  but 
in  the  Laggan  parish  register 
we  find  the  following  entry 
which  may  refer  to  her: 

"Alexander  McLean  and  Elspet 
Gordon,  servants  at  Cluny,  were 
married  July  2,  1794." 

11.3  John  Gordon. 

The  following  record  is  from  the 
Kingussie  parish  register: 

"John,  son  of  John  Gordon,  weav¬ 
er  in  Banchor,  and  Ann  McIntosh, 
his  wife,  was  born  the  5th  and 
baptized  in  Kingussie  parish  the 
7th  of  May,  1767."  He  married 
in  1798,  Elizabeth  Cameron  of 
Ballintian,  whose  birth  is  re¬ 
corded  in  the  Alvie  parish  reg¬ 
ister  as  follows: 

"Elizabeth  Cameron,  daughter  of 
Angus  Cameron  in  Ballintian  and 
Katherine  McPherson,  his  wife, 
was  bona  the  25th  and  baptized 
the  26th  of  June,  1777."  Her 
mother,  Katherine,  was  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Elizabeth  McPherson,  own 
cousin  of  Captain  John  McPherson, 
the  famous  "Black  Officer  of 
Ballechroan. "  Having  the  unpop¬ 
ular  role  of  recruiting  officer 
he  was  given  the  cognomen  of 
"Black  Officer"  by  the  mothers 
who  resented  his  encouraging 
their  sons  to  Join  the  army.  He 
perished  in  an  avalanche  in  the 
forest  of  Gaich  in  the  Grampian 
Hills  south  of  the  Spey. 

With  his  family  consisting 
then  of  his  wife,  two  sons,  and 
two  daughters,  John  Gordon  emi¬ 
grated  to  America  in  1809,  as 
noted  on  page  five.  Landing  at 
New  York  they  went  by  boat  up 
the  Hudson  to  Albany  and  thence 
by  ox  team  west  to  Caledonia, 
Genesee  County,  New  York  in 


which  locality  others  of  his  kin 
and  friends  were  already  estab¬ 
lished.  Here  they  settled  on  a 
farm  about  three  miles  southeast 
of  the  village  of  Caledonia, 
where  the  wife  died  May  4th, 

1843,  and  John  himself  in  1859. 
They  had  issue  of  three  sons  and 
five  daughters: 

113.1  Catherine  Gordon. 

Catherine  was  born  in  Glen  Ban¬ 
chor,  Kingussie  parish,  County 
of  Badenoch,  Scotland,  in  the 
autumn  of  1799.  With  her  parents 
she  emigrated  to  America  in  1809 
and  was  married  to  John  McGregor 
in  Caledonia,  New  York,  March  14, 
1822.  He  died  there,  March  8, 
1841. 

They  had  issue  of  three  sons  and 
one  daughter: 

1131.1  Thomas  McGregor. 

Born  in  Caledonia,  New  York, 
September  8,  1851.  Married 
Margaret  McKinnon,  daughter  of 
John  McKinnon  and  Isabel  Mc¬ 
Arthur,  March  17,  1856.  They  re¬ 
sided  at  York  Center,  Livingston 
County,  New  York  until  1872  when 
they  removed  to  Michigan  at 
Whitneyville,  Kent  County,  Michi¬ 
gan.  After  several  removes  they 
located  on  a  farm  near  Campau 
Lake  where  he  died  April  17, 

1903.  His  wife,  Margaret,  died 
there  September  21,  1907.  They 
had  issue  of  six  daughters  and 
one  son: 

11311.1  Mary  Ann  McGregor. 

Mary  Ann  was  born  at  York  Center, 
New  York,  August  21,  1857.  She 
married  Deal ton  C.  Blood  at 
Whitneyville,  Kent  County,  Mich¬ 
igan,  July  1,  1875.  He  was  born 
there  October  27,  1855.  She 
died  there  August  23,  1923.  They 
had  no  issue.

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INTRODUCTION 
The  Clan  Cameron 


Historical  Note.  The  earliest  accounts 
of  this  tribe  state  that  it  had  its  seat  in 
Lochaber,  the  district  about  Loch  Lochy,  and 
appears  to  have  been  connected  in  the  reign 
of  Robert  Bruce,  with  Clan  Ronald  of  the 
house  of  Isla,  better  known  as  the  "Lords  of 
the  lies."  The  clan  originally  consisted  of 
three  septs,  or  branches,  the  McMartins  of 
Letterfinlay,  the  McGilionies  of  Strom,  and 
the  McSorlies  of  Gleinevis. 

There  existed  in  the  14th  Century  be¬ 
tween  the  Clan  Cameron  and  the  Clan  Chatham 
whose  seat  was  to  the  Northeast  in  the  upper 
Spey  region,  a  fierce  feud,  which  culminated 
in  a  battle  at  Invernahavons,  three  miles  a- 
bove  Ruthven,  which  is  opposite  Kingussie, 
in  1386.  In  this  battle  between  the  Camer¬ 
ons,  on  one  side,  and  the  McPhersons,  David¬ 
sons,  and  Mclntoshes  of  Clan  Chattan,  on  the 
other,  the  Camerons  were  at  first  successful, 
owing  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  McPhersons, 
from  the  field  because  the  Davidsons  were 
given  the  precedence  of  commanding  the  right 
wing,  by  McIntosh  the  chief  of  Clan  Chat- 
tan. 

Many  of  the  Mclntoshes  and  nearly  all 
the  Davidsons  were  cut  off,  seeing  which,  the 
McPhersons  reentered  the  fray,  and  complete¬ 
ly  defeated  the  Camerons.  For  the  following 
ten  years  there  was  open  strife  between  the 
McPhersons  and  the  Davidsons,  which  culmi¬ 
nated  in  the  famous  Judicial  combat  at  Perth 
in  1396  between  thirty  champions  on  each 
side.  A  terrific  combat  ensued,  the  victory 
finally  resting  with  the  McPhersons,  but  not 
until  £9  of  the  Davidsons  had  fallen,  and  19 
of  the  McPhersons.  Some  maintain  that  it 
was  the  Camerons  and  not  the  Davidsons  that 
fought  the  McPhersons  at  Perth,  but  the  evi¬ 
dence  seems  to  be  otherwise. 

Camerons  of  Lochlel.  The  Camerons  later 
acquired  nearly  all  the  lands  of  Clan  Ronald, 
especially  the  lands  to  the  West  of  Loch 
Lochy,  and  North  of  Loch  Iel.  The  occupants 
of  this  district  comprised  the  larger  part  of 
the  clan  and  was  headed  by  the  Lochiel  family, 
whose  possessions  lay  to  the  North  of  Loch 
Iel. 

One  of  the  great  leaders  of  the  clan  was 
Ewen  Cameron,  who  was  chief  in  1493.  Another 
chief  of  note  was  Sir  Ewen  Cameron,  born  in 
16£9.  It  is  said  he  was  "alike  distinguished 
for  his  chivalrous  character,  his  intrepid 


loyalty,  his  undaunted  courage,  and  the  abil¬ 
ity  as  well  as  heroism  with  which  he  conduct¬ 
ed  himself  in  circumstances  of  uncommon  dif¬ 
ficulty  and  peril."  flis  grandson  was  Donald 
Cameron,  the  "gentle  Lochiel,"  who  took  part 
in  the  ill-fated  insurrection  of  1745-1746, 
and  whose  conduct  throughout  was  such  as  to 
gain  him  the  esteem  and  admiration  of  all. 

The  estates  of  Lochiel  were  of  course  includ¬ 
ed  in  the  numerous  forfeitures,  which  follow¬ 
ed  the  suppression  of  the  insurrection,  but 
they  were  restored  to  his  grandson  Donald  un¬ 
der  the  general  act  of  amnesty  of  1784. 

Achnacarry  Castle.  The  seat  of  Lochiel, 
Chief  of  Clan  Cameron,  is  near  the  foot  of 
Loch  Arkaig,  which  lies  West  of  the  lower  end 
of  Loch  Lochy,  into  which  it  discharges  its 
waters  through  a  short  narrow  glen.  Close 
beside  the  present  building  are  the  ivy-clad 
ruins  of  the  old  castle,  which  was  burned  by 
the  Duke  of  Cumberland,  after  Culloden. 

"The  Beechen  Babes."  When  in  1745,  news 
reached  Lochiel  that  Prince  Charlie  had  ar¬ 
rived  at  Moidart,  the  chief  was  engaged  in 
superintending  the  planting  of  an  avenue  of 
beeches  which  was  intended  to  form  an  ap¬ 
proach  to  his  castle.  The  call  of  his  Prince 
necessitated  the  immediate  suspension  of  such 
operations,  because  for  Chief  and  clansmen 
there  was  soon  to  be  other  work  to  occupy 
them.  Sir  Ewen  told  his  forester,  therefore, 
to  dig  a  trench,  and  into  it  to  sheugh 
("ditch")  the  plants,  adding  that  he  would 
superintend  their  planting  out  on  his  return 
from  the  campaign.  He  never  returned,  the 
misfortunes  of  the  Prince  having  necessitated 
his  taking  refuge  in  France.  The  beech  plants 
were  never  disturbed,  and  at  the  present  day, 
now  grown  into  tall  trees,  they  are  to  be 
seen  as  they  were  placed.  Jammed  so  closely 
together  that  it  is  surprising  how  they  have 
survived. 

Near  the  Castle  is  the  river  Arkaig,  and 
stretching  away  from  it,  towards  the  North, 
is  the  "Dark  Mile,"  a  noble  avenue,  where  the 
tall  trees  so  weave  and  interweave  their 
branches  that,  when  covered  with  foliqge,  the 
sunshine  cannot  pierce  it.  This  forms  a 
highly  interesting  approach  to  Loch  Arkaig, 
which  runs  in  a  northerly  direction  for  about 
fourteen  miles.  Along  its  shores,  after  Cul¬ 
loden,  Prince  Charlie  wended  his  solitary  way 
to  Skye,  to  effect  his  escape  to  France. 
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FAMILY  RECORD 


Explanatory  Note.  The  records  here  ap¬ 
pended  relate  to  the  lineage  of  John  Cameron 
of  Croftsbain,  County  of  Badenoch,  Scotland, 
especially  those  members  of  the  family  that 
emigrated  to  America  and  settled  at  Caledonia, 
New  York.  Our  interest  in  this  study  was  in¬ 
duced  by  the  fact  that  it  wac  Elizabeth,  the 
granddaughter  of  John  Cameron  who  married 
John  Gordon  and  was  hence  the  grandmother  of 
the  writer.  Not  all  of  the  descendants  of 
John  came  to  America  but  no  attempt  was  made 
to  acquire  information  concerning  those  who 
remained  in  Scotland. 

Sources.  For  the  information  herein 
contained  we  are  indebted  to  the  following: 

1.  The  parish  registers  of  the  Kingussie 
and  Alvie  parishes  of  the  County  of  Badenoch, 
Scotland,  now  in  the  Government  Register

"I,  Angus  Cameron,  and  Kath¬ 
erine  McPherson  being  married  by 
Mr.  William  Gordon,  minister,  of 
the  parish  of  Alvie  at  the  kirk 
of  Alvie  before  these  witnesses: 
Patrick  Grant,  John  Cameron, 
William  McIntosh,  Alexander  Mc¬ 
Lean,  Christiann  Cameron,  and 
Mary  Cameron."  Dated  22nd  June, 
1775. 

With  his  family,  he  emigrat¬ 
ed  to  America  about  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  19th  century  and 
settled  near  Caledonia,  New  York. 
He  died  there  August  23,  1823 


and  his  wife  died,  July  1,  1839. 
Katherine  McPherson  was  the 

daughter  of . McPherson 

and  Elizabeth  McPherson  his  wife 

and  was  born . 1844.  Her 

mother,  Elizabeth,  was  own  cous¬ 
in  of  Captain  John  McPherson, 
the  famous  "Black  Officer  of 
Balechroan"  according  to  Hume 
McPherson's  manuscripts.  He  was 
of  the  82nd  Regiment  and  was  born 
in  Glentruim  in  1724,  the  second 
son  of  the  ancient  House  of 
Phoness.  He  was  recruiting  of¬ 
ficer  for  the  Highlands  and  was 
given  the  cognomen  of  "Black  Of¬ 
ficer"  by  the  mothers  who  object¬ 
ed  to  their  sons  going  into  the 
army.  He  married  in  1777,  "a 
lady  belonging  to  one  of  the  old¬ 
est  and  best  families  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  of  his  own  clan,  by  whom 
he  had  a  son  (afterwards  Colonel 
Gillios  McPherson)  and  two  daugh¬ 
ters,  all  of  whom  are  still  fond¬ 
ly  remembered  in  Badenoch,  and 
spoken  of  with  the  greatest  ad¬ 
miration  and  respect."^  He  lost 
his  life  while  on  a  hunting  ex¬ 
pedition  in  the  hills  in  the 
forest  of  Gaich  about  a  dozen 
miles  south  of  the  Spey  at  Kin¬ 
gussie  in  the  first  week  in  Jan¬ 
uary,  1800.  With  his  party  of 
four  attendants  and  several  fine 
deer  hounds  and  the  house  in 
which  they  lodged,  he  was  swept 
away  by  an  avalanche.  Angus  Camer 
on  and  Katherine  McPherson,  his 
wife,  had  issue  of  four  sons  and 
four  daughters:

From  Mr.  C.  L.  Baldwin's  manu¬ 
script  we  learn  that  she  was  bap¬ 
tized  by  Mr.  William  Blair,  min¬ 
ister  in  the  parish  of  Kingussie, 
the  27th  of  June,  1777.  She  mar¬ 
ried  John  Gordon  of  Glen  Banchor, 


1.  McPherson,  Alexander,  "Church  and  Social  Life  in  the  Highlands,"  p.  148. 
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in  1798,  and  emigrated  with  him 
to  America  in  1809.  She  died 
at  Caledonia,  New  York,  May  4, 
1843.  Her  descendants  will  be 
found  recorded  in  the  Gordon 
lineage. 

11.3  Anna  Cameron.

Mr.  William  Blair,  minister  in 
the  Kingussie  parish,  September 
6,  1779. 

11.4  Donald  Cameron. 

Baptized  at  Ballin,  August  3, 
1781  according  to  Hume  McPher¬ 
son's  manuscript.  Mr.  C.  L. 
Baldwin's  manuscript  states  that 
he  was  baptized  by  Mr.  Frazer, 
August  6,  1781.  The  name  of  the 
parish  is  wanting.  It  is  assum¬ 
ed  to  be  Kingussie  as  this  par¬ 
ish  was  without  a  minister  at 
this  time  and  Mr.  Frazer  may 
have  been  a  supply.  From  Hume 
McPherson' s  manuscript  we  learn 
that  Donald  married  and  lived  in 
Canada  and  had  a  son  Donald. 

Following  is  the  record  which 
appears  in  the  records  of  the 
parish  of  Kingussie  in  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  Register  House  at  Edin¬ 
burgh: 

"Donald  Cameron,  son  of  Angus 
Cameron  and  Katherine  McPherson, 
his  wife,  baptized  January  6, 
1784."  This  is  the  date  given 
for  Duncan  in  the  C.  L.  Baldwin 
manuscript.  The  parish  regis¬ 
ters  make  no  mention  of  Duncan 
so  far  as  I  could  find.  Both  of 
the  manuscripts  mentioned  agree 
on  1781  as  to  year  of  Donald's 
baptism.  The  difference  of  three 
days  in  these  records  is  prob¬ 
ably  to  be  explained  by  a  double 
baptism  as  frequently  occurred.

INTRODUCTION 


The  Clan  MacKinnon 


The  Clan  System.  As  to  the  word  "Clan" 
as  used  in  the  Highlands,  it  means  "a  Set  of 
men  all  bearing  the  same  surname  and  believ¬ 
ing  themselves  to  be  related  to  one  another 
and  to  be  descended  from  the  same  common 
stock."  There  may  be  several  subordinate 
tribes  with  a  secondary  chief  but  all  owing 
allegiance  to  the  Supreme  Chief  of  the  Clan 
whom  they  consider  it  their  duty  to  support 
at  all  adventures. 

The  most  ancient  dress  was  (l)  the  High¬ 
land  shirt  stained  with  saffron,  the  lower 
part  called  the  "Kilt,"  (2)  the  Breacan  or 
belted  plaid,  (3)  the  short  Highland  coat, 

(4)  the  "Cuaran"  or  "Buskins"  (a  high  laced 
shoe) .  The  common  people  wore  the  plaid  over 
the  shoulders  instead  of  belting  it  about  the 
body  like  the  gentry. 

Their  weapons  were  (l)  the  claymore  or 
broad-sword,  (2)  the  battle-axe,  (3)  the 
spear,  (4)  the  bow  and  arrow,  (5)  the  dirk. 

History  of  the  Clan  MacKinnon.  The  name 
of  the  Clan  is  variously  given  as  Flngon, 
Fincan,  and  MacKinnon.  Mac  means  "son  of," 
hence  Mac  Fingon,  son  of  Fingon,  etc. 

The  records  of  MacKinnon  Clan  history 
are  meager.  The  only  book  dealing  with  the 
history  of  the  Clan  that  has  come  to  our  no¬ 
tice  is  the  Memoirs  of  Clan  Fingon  by  Rev. 
Donald  D.  MacKinnon  published  in  1899.  In 
this  the  author  gives  an  account  of  the  ori¬ 
gin  and  history  of  the  Clan  with  biographical 
mention  of  many  prominent  members  of  the  fam¬ 
ily,  chiefly  among  those  of  the  heritable 
line.  The  name  appears  quite  often  in  Scot- 
tisch  history  under  circumstances  which  show 
that  the  chiefs  and  members  of  the  Clan  took 
a  creditable  part  in  enterprises  calling  for 
high  courage  and  endeavor. 

The  original  descent  of  the  Clan  cannot 
now  be  solved  with  certainty.  The  earliest 
mention  of  the  Clan  traces  their  origin  to 
Fergus  II  the  Great,  son  of  Eric,  who  held  a 
part  of  Britain  with  the  Dalriadic  Kingdom 
and  died  A.D.  502.  In  general,  however,  "the 
family  trees  all  agree  in  tracing  the  Clan 
to  Ailpein,  King  of  the  Piets,  commonly  call¬ 
ed  Alpin  who  was  slain  by  Brudus,  King  of  the 
Piets,  from  whom  he  had  wrested  the  sceptre 
of  the  Kingdom  circ  A.D.  634."  In  this  con¬ 
nection  it  may  be  recalled  that  the  old  crest 
of  the  coat-of-arm3  was  "Remember  the  death  of 
Alpin. " 

At  first  the  principal  seat  of  the  Clan 
Fingon,  as  it  was  then  called,  was  Tobermory 


in  the  Isle  of  Mull,  but  early  in  the  14th 
century  the  Lairds  of  MacKinnon  acquired 
Strathairdill  in  the  Isle  of  Skye  which  hence¬ 
forth  became  their  principal  seat  and  remain¬ 
ed  so  until  its  compulsory  sale  in  1791,  aft¬ 
er  the  disastrous  events  of  the  '45  having 
thus  been  in  the  possession  of  the  family  for 
upwards  of  450  years. 

There  are  six  other  clans  who,  besides 
the  MacKinnon,  trace  to  King  Alpin,  viz., 
MacGregor,  MacNab,  MacAulay,  MacPhie,  Mac- 
Quearrie,  and  Grant.  The  MacKinnons  were  a 
powerful  tribe  in  the  Isle  of  Mull  from  A.D. 

900  to  the  forfeiture  of  MacDonald,  the  Lord 
of  the  Isles,  in  1493.  The  Clan  fought  un¬ 
der  the  great  Bruce  at  the  battle  of  Bannock¬ 
burn  in  1314.  After  Bannockburn  chief  Mac¬ 
Kinnon  was  given  a  new  charter  of  the  lands 
in  Skye.  During  the  early  part  of  the  14th 
century,  they  held  estates  in  Mull,  Arran, 
Tyree,  and  Skye  though  their  chief  seat  was 
in  the  country  of  Strath  in  Skye,  which  came 
to  them  at  a  somewhat  later  date.  Toward  the 
close  of  the  14th  century,  the  Clan  became 
exhausted  by  their  struggle  with  the  large 
tribes  of  MacDonald  and  MacLean.  However, 
they  retained  posession  of  Strathairdill  un¬ 
til  1791  when  it  was  sold  to  MacAlister. 

In  1649  the  young  chief  of  MacKinnon  was 
induced  by  his  father-in-law  MacLean  to  make 
an  attack  on  the  Campbells  with  200  clansmen 
at  his  back  nearly  all  of  whom  were  killed. 

This  is  said  to  account  for  the  smallness  of 
the  Clan  at  the  beginning  of  the  19th  Century. 

In  his  "History  of  the  Western  Highlands 
of  Scotland"  (2nd  Ed.  1881)  Donald  Gregory 
writes  as  follows  (p.  424):  "The  MacKinnons, 
after  engaging  both  in  the  rebellion  of  1715 
and  in  that  of  1745,  lost  all  of  their  prop¬ 
erty,  partly  by  forfeiture,  partly  by  sale; 
and  there  is  now  (1836)  no  proprietor  of  the 
name  holding  any  part  of  their  ancient  posses¬ 
sions  either  in  Mull  or  Skye.  There  are  still, 
however,  many  gentlemen  of  the  name  resident 
in  the  Highlands,  particularly  in  the  last 
mentioned  Island.  The  honor  of  being  heir- 
male  of  this  ancient  family  is  disputed  between 
William  Alexander  MacKinnon,  M.  P.  for  Lyming- 
ton,  and  Lachlan  MacKinnon  of  Letterf earn. " 

The  ancient  burial  place  of  the  family 
was  St.  Oran's  Chapel  in  the  far-famed  Isle 
of  Iona,  which  was  wont  to  be  the  sepulchre 
of  the  best  men  of  the  Isles,  and  the  Kings. 

The  last  Abbot  of  Iona  was  John  MacKinnon. 

Near  the  south  end  of  the  chapel  is  the 
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tombstone  of  Lachlan  MacKinnon,  the  father 
of  John  MacKinnon,  the  last  Abbot.  On  the 
sculptured  cross  Is  engraved  the  following: 
"Haec  est  crux  Lachlani  McFingon  et  ejus 
filll  Johannis  Abbatis  de  Hy,  (Iona)  facta  an  Dom 
MCCCC  XC  IX."  ("This  is  the  cross  of  Lach¬ 
lan  MacKinnon  and  his  son  John,  Abbot  of  Hy, 
made  in  1499.")  In  the  chapel  there  is 
also  a  tombstone  of  black  marble  on  which 
is  a  fine  recumbent  figure  of  John,  the  Abbot 
MacFingon,  the  last  Abbot  who  died  A.D.  1500. 
The  Abbey  was  suppressed  in  1507  at  the  com¬ 
ing  on  of  the  Reformation. 

All  during  the  eighteenth  century  there 
had  been  a  falling  off  in  the  production  of 
the  necessaries  of  life  in  the  Highlands,  a- 
long  with  which  there  was  a  disproportionate 
increase  in  the  number  to  be  supported,  and 
hence  poverty  and  discontent  grew  apace.  The 
return  of  soldiers  at  the  close  of  the  Indian 
War  in  1765  brought  information  concerning 
the  more  favorable  conditions  in  the  New 
World  and  there  started  a  movement  for  emi¬ 
gration  which  grew  tremendously  in  the  next 
few  years.  Especially  effective  in  forward¬ 
ing  this  movement  were  the  famines  induced  by 
the  failure  of  crops  ,  the  potato  crops  especial¬ 
ly,  caused  by  disease.  It  was  the  famine  of 
1846-47  that  started  many  from  Tyree  to  Amer¬ 
ica.  A  petition  of  825  cotters  and  small 
crofters  of  Tyree,  including  136  families,  to 
Sir  John  McNeill,  a  government  official,  ask¬ 
ing  government  aid  to  emigrate  is  given  by 
the  Duke  of  Argyll  in  his  book,  "Scotland,  As 
It  Was  And  Is."  Among  the  names  that  are  at¬ 
tached  to  this  petition  are  a  number  that 
were  related  to  the  family  of  the  writer. 

Strathaird.  The  last  remnant  of  the 
magnificent  estate  of  Strathaird  is  situated 
at  the  south  end  of  the  Isle  of  Skye,  and  is 
bounded  on  the  west  or  northwest  by  the  Mc¬ 
Leod  Estate  and  on  the  north  by  that  of  Lord 
MacDonald.  In  the  18th  century  the  estate 
exclusive  of  islets  was  twenty-six  miles  long 
by  six  miles  wide,  thus  comprising  nearly 
100,000  acres.  It  had  been  held  in  unbroken 
succession  by  Chiefs  of  the  Clan  for  450 
years,  until  it  passed  from  them  in  1791.  In 
1895  It  is  said  to  have  been  reduced  to  12,700 
acres  of  which  600  acres  are  considered  ara¬ 
ble  land  and  the  remainder  hill  or  pasture 
land. 

The  Mansion  house  situated  at  Kilmaree 
is  a  well-finished  modern  building  with  good 
gardens  and  pleasure  grounds  tastefully  laid 
out,  and  planted.  There  are  the  keeper's 
house,  stables,  etc.,  and  on  the  farms  a  num¬ 
ber  of  sheep  and  cattle.  There  are  a  number 
of  holdings  held  by  crofters,  most  of  whom 
are  MacKinnons. 


Clan  MacKinnon  Society.  The  Clan  Mac¬ 
Kinnon  Society  was  formed  in  Glasgow  in  1891.  ■ 
The  question  of  chieftainship  was  naturally 
raised  as  in  the  case  of  most  Highland  Clans, 
and  at  the  second  meeting  held  April  28,  1892, 
after  advertising  that  all  who  pretended  to 
have  a  claim  to  the  Chieftainship  should  pre¬ 
sent  their  claims  with  documentary  evidence, 
with  Duncan  MacKinnon  for  consideration.  But 
no  one  came  forward,  so  William  Alexander 
MacKinnon,  M.A.,  Ex-M.P.,  J.P.,  D.L.,  of 
Acryse,  Kent,  was  declared  by  the  Society  to 
be  the  recognized  Chief  of  the  Clan.  The 
first  President  of  the  Society  was  Duncan 
MacKinnon,  John  Knox  St.,  Glasgow,  and  the 
first  secretary  was  John  MacKinnon,  of  Hill- 
head,  Glasgow.  The  present  officers  are  un¬ 
known. 

Tyree 

Description.  Tyree,  one  of  the  small 
members  of  the  Inner  Hebrides  is  some  18  to 
20  miles  from  the  far  larger  Isle  of  Mull 
which  adjoins  the  mainland.  It  is  reached 
only  by  a  small  boat  of  the  McBrayne  Line 
from  Oban  carrying  mail  and  some  passengers, 
and  occasionally  larger  boats  from  Glasgow 
may  stop  here  on  their  trip  to  points  farther 
north.  Until  recent  years  there  was  no  pier 
and  the  fierce  storms  which  prevail  in  this 
part  of  the  Atlantic  often  prevented  the 
boats  from  landing  their  passengers.  Now, 
however,  there  is  a  good  pier  on  the  south 
side  of  Gott  Bay,  and  passenger  service  is 
thereby  much  improved. 

The  island  lies  in  latitude  56^  degrees, 
and  is  about  thirteen  miles  long  from  north¬ 
east  to  southwest,  and  has  an  area  of  approx¬ 
imately  thirty-four  square  miles  or  17,000 
acres.  The  island  is  low  and  flat,  rising 
at  only  one  point,  Mor  Hynish,  at  the  south¬ 
western  end  to  a  height  of  450  feet.  The 
rocks  are  mostly  coarsely  crystalline 
gneisses,  of  the  Lewissian  series,  the  oldest 
in  the  British  Islands.  At  Balephetrish,  on 
the  north  side  of  the  island  is  a  small  area 
of  marble  representing  apparently  remnants  of 
limestone  belonging  to  the  oldest  sedimentary 
series  of  the  country.  The  attempt  was  made 
at  one  time  to  quarry  this  rock  for  marble, 
but  it  was  not  successful.  Not  a  tree  now 
grows  on  the  island  though  abundant  woods  evi¬ 
dently  once  grew  here.  Peat  bogs  may  have 
existed  here  also,  though  now  exhausted.  Coal 
brought  from  the  mainland  is  now  the  only 
fuel.  Frost  rarely  occurs  on  the  island,  and 
"snow  seldom  falls  and  never  remains."  Most 
of  the  wealth  of  the  island  is  in  cattle, 
sheep,  and  horses. 
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Fourteen  miles  away  to  the  south  is  the 
lighthouse  erected  by  Alan  Stevenson,  in 
1838-43,  on  a  reef  of  rocks  called  Skerry 
Vhor  ("Big  Rock").  The  long  ridge  is  chief¬ 
ly  under  water.  The  engineer  who  accomplish¬ 
ed  the  task  of  erecting  this  lighthouse  was 
a  son  of  the  noted  engineer,  Robert  Steven¬ 
son,  who  built  the  Bell  Rock  Lighthouse.  Ow¬ 
ing  to  the  small  area  above  water  the  stores 
and  workmen  had  to  be  harboured  at  Hynish  on 
the  Island  of  Tyree,  and  later  in  the  Isle 
of  Mull,  and  transported  back  and  forth  as 
needed  through  raging  seas.  The  tower  is  138 
feet  high,  and  weighs  4,308  tons. 

The  old  houses  on  Tyree  were  built  of 
rough  unhewn  stone  with  two  walls  separated 
by  a  clear  space  of  several  Inches,  filled 
with  white  sand  from  the  beach.  This  makes 
a  wall  from  a  foot  to  18  inches  wide  at  the 
top.  The  roof  springs  from  the  inner  edge 
leaving  a  considerable  ledge  all  around  which 
becomes  clothed  in  flowers  and  verdure.  As 
the  houses  are  only  one  story  high,  this 
ledge  affords  a  resting  place  for  dogs  and 
cats,  and  even  a  promenade  for  sheep  and 
goats. 

Fishing  is  pursued  to  some  extent,  but 
the  fishing  grounds  are  12  or  13  miles  from 
the  land,  and  the  rugged  coast,  exposed  to 
storms,  and  interference  by  trawlers,  make 
the  fisherman's  life  a  hard  and  dangerous 
one. 

There  are  no  frogs,  toads,  nor  snakes  on 
\  the  island.  The  Hebrides  throughout  are  a 
Paradise  for  larks  and  lapwings.  The  par¬ 
tridge  appears  in  places,  and  the  landrail, 
the  sandpiper,  the  stonechat,  are  every¬ 
where.  The  teal,  the  coot,  the  moor  hen, 
grebe,  and  mallard  may  be  seen  about  the 
lochs  (lakes) ,  and  in  the  winter  there  come 
the  robin,  wren,  thrush,  heron,  wild  geese, 
wild  swan,  scoter,  golden  plover,  snipe,  and 
the  godwit.  In  a  narrow  cleft  of  the  cliffs 
at  Kenevara,  on  the  western  side  of  the  isle 
into  which  the  sea  enters,  may  be  seen  on 
sunny  days,  seals  basking  on  the  sheltered 
rocks  below.  Here  also  may  be  seen  the  gull, 
the  hoodie,  crow,  and  at  times,  the  Cormo¬ 
rant,  great  northern  divers,  falcons  and  sea 
mews. 

History.  Tyree  first  emerges  into  the 
light  of  history  in  the  Sixth  Century  of  our 
Era,  when  St.  Brendan,  St.  Comgall,  and  St. 
Columba  all  appear  to  have  set  up  monastic 
establishments  there.  Though  Soroby 
(Balinoe)  was  the  first  Columbian  establish¬ 
ment,  and  remained  in  connection  with  Iona 
till  the  Reformation  (1560)  hardly  a  trace 
of  it  exists  today.  The  same  is  true  of 
Ardkirknis  -  another  important  centre.  But 


Kirkapool  retains  notable  ruins  of  two  Culdee 
churches,  while  in Kilkenneth  and  Kenevara  the 
dilapidated  remains  of  smaller  chapels  are 
still  to  be  seen. 

Several  ancient  crosses  of  exceptional 
interest  stand  in  Soroby  graveyard.  A  num¬ 
ber  of  decorated  slabs  of  the  Iona  type  are 
found  both  at  Soroby  and  Kirkapool. 

Among  the  nonecclesiastical  memorials 
of  the  Island  are  twenty-six  ancient  forts 
or  duns,  situated  chiefly  round  the  coast. 
They  were  probably  built  for  places  of  ref¬ 
uge  and  defense  against  raiders. 

It  appears  that  previous  to  the  regime 
of  the  Norsemen  the  Island  was  under  the 
rule  of  the  Kings  of  Man.  From  about  800  to 
1266,  it  lay  with  the  rest  of  the  Hebrides, 
in  the  hands  of  the  Vikings.  These  have 
left,  in  the  place-names,  abundant  evidence 
of  a  thorough  occupation;  but  strangely,  few 
traditions  of  their  ways  have  survived. 

After  the  departure  of  the  Norsemen, 
the  Lord  of  the  Isles,  MacDonald,  became  the 
superior;  and  from  him  the  families  of  Duart 
(McLean)  and  Lochbuy  came  to  own  the  Island 
between  them,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Church  lands  at  Soroby,  Kirkapool,  Vaul  and 
Scarinish. 

It  is  said  that  one  of  these  had  a 
daughter  who  married  a  MacLean  of  Duart, 
whose  ruined  castle  on  the  North  side  of  the 
Isle  of  Mull  is  one  of  the  notable  attrac¬ 
tions  of  that  island.  When  this  lady  was 
visited  by  her  father,  he  was  surprised  to 
see  no  linen  cloth  on  her  table,  and  learn¬ 
ing  that  her  husband's  estate  yielded  no 
lint,  he  endowed  her  with  the  Isle  of  Tyree 
in  which  Flax  was  grown  successfully.  It 
thus  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  MacLeans, 
who  kept  it  until  1674,  when  it  passed  into 
the  hands  of  the  Campbells  whose  head  is 
the  Duke  of  Argyll,  and  who  still  retains  it. 

Antiquities.  Among  other  interesting 
antiquities  on  the  island  are  the  so-called 
"Druidical"  standing  stones  in  Ballanoe,  the 
ringing  stone,  or  Kettle  stone,  near  the  old 
marble  quarries  at  Balephetrish,  and  the 
ruins  of  the  two  old  Culdee  churches  at 
Kirkapool  above  Gott  Bay.  The  smaller  of 
the  two  churches  is  about  23  by  5  ft.  inside 
measurement,  and  the  other,  36  x  9.  These 
probably  date  from  about  the  8th  or  9th  cen¬ 
tury. 

Education.  The  desire  for  education 
and  self  improvement  among  the  people  of  the 
island  is  quite  remarkable.  One  author  says, 
"We  have  seen  classes  in  Geometry,  Latin, 
and  Navigation,  in  which  the  knowledge  dis¬ 
played  by  bare-footed  children,  out  of 
'black  houses,'^  would  have  shamed  the  sons 


1.  Those  patched  with  turf  or  heather. 
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of  our  aristocracy  at  Eton  or  Harrow."  The 
girls  of  the  island  are  intelligent,  too,  and 
make  admirable  school-mistresses.  Nor  is 
their  domestic  education  neglected.  There 
are  classes  in  various  womanly  accomplish¬ 
ments,  and  the  Tyree  girls  are  notably  supe¬ 
rior  to  those  of  any  other  of  the  islands 
in  personal  neatness  and  daintiness. 

The  Gaelic  of  Tyree  is  said  to  be  of 
exceptional  purity,  probably  owing  to  the 
close  connection  of  the  island  with  Iona, 
the  center  of  learning  in  Northern  Europe, 
in  the  6th  to  the  14th  centuries.  From  this 
center,  missionaries  carried  the  Christian 
religion  to  all  parts  of  Scotland,  and  even 
beyond.  Tyree  seems  to  have  been  colonized 
from  Iona  in  the  6th  century,  and  served  as  a 
farm  for  the  monks  of  the  Abbey  of  Iona.  The 
derivation  of  the  name  is  given  by  some  as, 
"Tir  Ii,  the  land  of  I,  or  Iona."  The  Monks' 
explanation  of  their  choice  for  so  distant  a 
site  for  their  farm  is  said  to  have  been, 
"Wherever  there  was  a  farm,  there  was  a  cow; 
and  wherever  there  was  a  cow,  there  was  a 
woman;  end  wherever  there  was  a  woman,  there 
was  mischief." 

The  Argyll's  have  been  proprietors  of 
the  island  of  Tyree  since  1674  when  John  the 
second  Duke  was  head  of  the  clan.  Since  1806 
the  heads  of  the  clan  have  been;  George 
William  Campbell,  sixth  Duke  of  Argyll(l806- 
1839);  John  Douglas,  seventh  Duke  (1839-1847); 
George  Douglas,  eighth  Duke  (1847-1800);  John 

Douglas,  ninth  Duke  (1900-1914); . . 

tenth  Duke  (1914-  ) .  The  eighth  Duke 

attained  a  high  reputation  both  in  politics 
and  letters.  He  was  a  distinguished  orator 
and  politician,  and  an  able  writer  on  ecclesi¬ 
astical  matters,  geology,  and  economics.  He 
was  born  in  1823  and  died  in  1900.  A  con¬ 
temporary  of  Queen  Victoria,  he  was  an  associ¬ 
ate,  and,  for  most  of  his  life,  a  supporter 
of  Gladstone.  A  daughter.  Lady  Victoria 
Campbell,  came  often  to  the  island.  She  built 
a  residence  on  Gott  Bay  which  is  still  (1927) 
occupied  during  a  part  of  the  year  by  her  sis¬ 
ter,  Lady  Frances. 

John,  the  ninth  Duke  (1900-1914),  was 
Governor  General  of  Canada  from  1878  to  1883. 
He  married,  in  1871,  Princess  Louise,  the 
daughter  of  Queen  Victoria.

The  potato  famine  of  1846  brought 
great  distress  to  the  island  and 
along  with  many  others,  John, 
with  his  family,  took  ship  for 
America.  Ocean  transportation 
at  this  time  was  chiefly  by  sail¬ 
ing  vessels  which  took  several 
weeks  for  the  transit.  Epidem¬ 
ics  of  cholera  and  smallpox  a- 
mong  the  steerage  were  of  rather 
frequent  occurrence  and  in  one 
of  these  John  MacKinnon  died  and 
was  burled  at  sea.  With  the 
children  the  mother  settled  in 
Ontario,  Canada.  By  his  wife, 
Isabel  MacArthur,  John  MacKinnon 
had  issue  of  two  sons  and  three 
daughters  as  follows:

The  "great  lady"  was 
doubtless  the  Duchess  Argyll 
whose  husband  was  the  proprietor 
of  the  island  as  the  Queen 
Victoria  never  visited  the  is¬ 
land  as  the  writer  was  informed 
on  his  visit  there  in  1924. 

Ann  MacKinnon,  after  coming 
to  America,  lived  for  a  time 
with  her  mother  in  Ontario, 
Canada,  and  then  went  to  New 
York  and  entered  the  service  of 
the  Gordons  in  Caledonia  where 
she  married  John  Gordon  in  1854. 
She  died  at  the  home  of  her  son 
Charles,  in  Knoxville,  Tennessee, 
October  7,  1915,  aged  82  years,

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THE  MACARTHURS 


THE  CLAN  - 

The  MacArthurs  are  descended  from  Mac 
Arthur  Campbell  of  Strachnur,  who  is  said  to 
have  been  a  brother  of  Colin,  the  first  of 
the  Argyll  family.  Another  account  makes 
Arthur  a  descendant  of  the  Argyll  Campbell 
family  at  a  later  period.  nThe  Laird  of 
Strachnur  has  been  always  accounted  according 
to  the  custom  of  the  Highlands,  Chief  of  the 
clan  Arthur  or  MacArthurs."  "MacArthur  ad¬ 
hered  to  the  cause  of  Robert  Bruce  and  re¬ 
ceived  as  his  reward  a  considerable  portion 
of  the  forfeited  territory  of  MacDougall  of 
Lorn,  Bruce's  great  enemy."  For  a  time  Mac¬ 
Arthur  was  successful  in  maintaining  his 
claim  to  the  headship  of  the  MacCampbell 
family,  but  was  displaced  through  the  rapidly 
growing  power  and  influence  of  the  Argyll 
branch  in  the  time  of  King  David  II. 

"In  the  time  of  James  I,  the  chief's 
name  was  John  MacArthur,  and  so  great  was  his 
following  that  he  could  bring  a  thousand  men 
into  the  field."  King  James  I  was  determined 
to  supress  the  disturbances  among  the  High¬ 
land  clan,  and  with  others  John  MacArthur  was 
summoned  to  Inverness  in  1427,  tried  and  exe¬ 
cuted,  and  his  lands  forfeited.  From  that 
time  the  clan  disintegrated  and  became  merely 
tenants  to  the  Campbells. 

"The  MacArthurs  were  hereditary  pipers 
to  the  MacDonalds  of  the  Isles,  and  the  last 
of  the  race  was  piper  to  the  Highland  Socie¬ 
ty."  (Keltie) .  Many  of  the  family  may  still 
be  found  in  the  Western  Highlands,  as  tenants 
to  the  Campbells,  but  many  emigrated  to  the 
New  World  colonies  during  the  last  of  the 
10th  and  the  early  part  of  the  19th  centuries. 
The  MacArthurs  are  not  listed  among  the  High¬ 
land  clans  being  accounted  only  a  minor  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  great  Campbell  family.
